Mr. President: 


We have a problem: real but soluble. 

The British took our proposal of last night and put it into A -- B 
form; that is: 

-- . first bombing halt; 

-- then simultaneous stopping of infiltration and troop movements. 

That is not how we stated it last night; or to Hanoi today. 

The reason: we gave Wilson and Brown the A -- B formula and told 
them to peddle it in Moscow and, again, on this occasion. 

I talked with SecT-Rusk 5 and he is confident that if they, in fact, buy 
the A -- B formula w.e'cajT wo rk it out to -p r ote ct "bjnrjint er e st j_7y
